Pierce’s  Northern  strength, 
what  iiis  hopes  rest  on  in  that  quarter 
for  success,  and  what  political  and  per- 
sonal influences  must  ineviiahly  sur- 
round him  in  the  event  of  liis  election 
to  the  Piesidency. 

The  whole  country  luiows  tiiat  tlie 
main  body  of  lire  present  Dauiocralii: 
parlv  of  New  York  and  Ohio  consists  of 
the  Van  Enrens  and  their  followers, 
who,  in  1348,  wc:it  oflT  into  a separate 
Freesoil  organization  with  the  deliber- 
ate intent  of  adopting  measures  for  the 
ilivisicn  of  the  Union.

Slaoenj  party  of  the  Stale,  and  through  it,  to 
make  the  Democratic  party  of  the  U nited  States, 
tUe  great  anti-slaoery  party  of  the  United  States. 
Those  who  do  not  contemplate  this  result  will 
do  well  to  get  out  of  the  way;  for  tliere  is  no 
doubt  that,  when  our  principles  get  fairly  before 
the  people,  so  that  they  can  hear  them,  and 
know  what  they  are — and  we  have  made  ar- 
rangements for  that  now — that  the  whole  peo- 
ple will  go  with  us.

— The  Santa  Fe 
mail  arrited  at  Independence  on 
M’’ed  nesday. 

We  bate  had  but  little  news  this 
month,  with  the  exception  of  a sort  of 
treaty,  made  by  Col.  Siiiniicr.  on  the 
1st  of  July,  with  the  Jicarilla  Apaches, 
at  Santa  Fc,  and  one  with  “Mangus 
Colorado’s”  baud  at  Accoma,  in  whicli 
llie  Indian  Agents  were  laid  on  the 
shelf,  and  the  Col.  became  the  great 
pacificator.  At  the  talk  at  .Accoma, 
but  few  of  the  Iiidiaus  came  iu,  al- 
though a large  band  was  in  the  neigh- 
borhood; and  the  treaty  was  made  with 
Mangus,  who  says  his  will  and  word  is 
law  to  his  people.

ARricaltural  El-ogress  of  S. 

To  THE  EdITOKS  of  the  NATtONAL  Ix- 
TELLiGENCEit. — The  Statistics  of  Agri- 
culture, SO  far  as  they  have  beeu  publish- 
ed from  the  Census  Oflice,  di.'»close  inniiy 
instructive  facts.  To  promote  the  far- 
ming interest,  and  bring  some  of  the 
most  prominent  features  of  this  branch 
of  national  industry  under  the  eye  of 
legislators  and  statesmen,  I lespcclfullv 
solicit  a small  space  ia  your  paper  to 
call  attention  to  the  progress  made  by  a 
nation  of  farmers. 

Maize  is  the  most  important  crop 
grown  in  the  United  States.  It  is  one  ol 
the  staples  of  every  State  and  Territory, 
not  excepting  Oregon,  whose  climate  t.s 
least  friendly  to  this  American  ccieal. 
The  United  States  census  of  1310  makes 
the  corn  crop  of  the  year  preiediiig  377, 
531 ,675'busliel9.  The  census  of  1650 
shows  that  the  crop  of  ISIO  was  50 i.- 
586,053.  lucrea.se,  ill  1,051,173  bush- 
els. These  figures  indicate,  a gain  of  lif- 
ly-seven  per  tent;  while  the.  increase  ot 
population  was  not  far  from  thirty  lour 
per  cent.  Corn  being  one  of  the  most 
profitable  crops_ grown  anywhere,  lhavc
